Death ruled 
a homicide 


O Victim found dead in his apartment, where it’s believed he 
lived alone O ‘There’s no information or evidence to provide a 
motive as to why this would have happened’: Police spokesman 


Police say HRM’s latest homicide 
victim is believed to have been dead 
for close to a month before being 
located. 

Shawn Andrew Mead, 32, was 
found dead inside his residence at 
5529 Bilby St. in north-end Halifax 
just after noon on Monday. 

Police deemed the death suspi¬ 
cious immediately, and classified 
it a homicide Wednesday after 
receiving the autopsy report. 

“We are not releasing cause of 
death. We believe the death 
occurred three to four weeks ago,” 
said Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian Palmeter. 
“Cause of death is something that 
is sensitive to the investigation 
itself, and we don’t want to jeop¬ 
ardize that.” 

Investigators are looking to 
speak with anyone who might have 
been with the victim or might 
know of his activities during the 
time it’s believed he was killed. 



The man’s body was found when 
a friend checked in on him on Mon¬ 
day because he hadn’t seen him for 
a while. 

Police have also been talking to 
neighbours to try to determine 
when the victim was last seen. 

“Unfortunately, it happens from 
time to time where a death isn’t 
discovered right away,” Palmeter 
said. “This isn’t a complete unique 
case.” 


“We are looking to try 
and track down and 
speak to as many 
people as possible that 
can help provide 
information on 
Shawn’s activities 
around that time

Still, he conceded that finding a 
homicide victim several weeks after 
he was killed makes the job 
tougher for investigators. 

“The sooner police are notified 
of a death, the more evidence there 
is to gather and seize,” Palmeter 
said. “So, certainly, a time delay can 
impact an investigation early on.” 

This is HRM’s 11th homicide of 
2011, which matches last year’s 
total. The most homicides record¬ 
ed in a year was 13 in 2009.

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Teens face attempted-murder charges 


Two Halifax teens are facing 
charges of attempted mur¬ 
der after police say a man 
suffered knife wounds in 
two different locations in 
Fairview on Tuesday night. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say the 21-year-old victim 
was walking near Main Av¬ 
enue and Veronica Drive 
around 8:30 p.m. when 
someone he knew ap¬ 


proached him. 

A struggle ensued and, 
police say, the suspect cut 
him with a knife. He was 
able to get away to the 600 
block of Regency Park Drive 
when he was assaulted and 
stabbed again, police say. In 
the second struggle, police 
say the victim got the knife 
away, but was then assault¬ 
ed by a second person. 


“The initial suspect is 
known to the victim and we 
believe the incident may be 
a result of a previous dis¬ 
pute,” said police 
spokesman Const.

A new report into the per¬ 
formance of Nova Scotia’s 
municipalities puts Halifax 
in the middle of the pack in 
balancing the cost of gov¬ 
ernment with the quality of 
services. 

The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality scored a B- in the 
Atlantic Institute for Mar¬ 
ket Studies report, released 
on Wednesday. HRM is 
ranked at No. 12 in the re¬ 
port, but shares the B- grade 
with 31 other municipali¬ 
ties. 

The report breaks up sev¬ 
en categories — gover¬ 
nance and finance, 
taxation, economic devel¬ 
opment, safety, transporta¬ 
tion, the environment, and 
recreation and culture — 
into two measures — effi¬ 
ciency and effectiveness. 

Efficiency deals with 
how municipalities spend 
their resources, while effec¬ 
tiveness looks at how well 
services are delivered and 
whether they achieve the 
desired result. Co-author 
Jamie Newman said the re¬ 
port’s strength lies in being 
able to compare the costs

In 
other words, while Stellar- 
ton ranks first in the report, 
there is no indication Stel- 
larton performs better than 
Sackville, N.B.

SYDNEY TAR PONDS 

Stench 
possibly 
not’ a risk 

An annual report on the 
remediation of the 
Sydney tar ponds site 
says an odour stemming 
from the project is “possi¬ 
bly not” a risk to public 
health. 

The Nova Scotia 
government released the 
report Wednesday by the 
Remediation Monitoring 
Oversight Board. 


The board says 49 of 
50 complaints it received 
about the project last 
year were about odour 
from the ponds, which 
held 700,000 tonnes of 
toxic sludge from a cen¬ 
tury of steelmaking in 
Sydney. 

But the board says air¬ 
monitoring results were 
satisfactory based on 
health and toxicology 
limits. 

It says while “possibly 
not a health risk,” the 
odour is a nuisance and 
therefore perceived by 
the community as a risk.

Province fires 
demo company 


The province has fired the 
contractors responsible for 
the Queen Elizabeth High 
School demolition.

There appears to be a 
fairly positive level of gen¬ 
eral confidence in the state 
of the economy. Perhaps 
more importantly, our con-

fidence that we are doing 
OK on a personal level is 
even stronger. 

The results of our survey 
are quite different among 
age groups. 

Younger residents, those 
under 30, have a more pes¬ 
simistic view of the eco¬ 
nomic future over the next 
12 months. 

Compared to the general 
population, only 55 per 
cent have a positive feeling 
about the economy over 
the next year. And mem¬ 
bers of this cohort are even 
more pessimistic about 
their own circumstances. 


Only nine per cent feel 
things will be better for 
them over the next 12 
months. Given the statis¬ 
tics on unemployment and 
underemployment among 
this group, the skepticism 
may be well placed. 

Meanwhile, consumer 
confidence in HRM appears 
to be stalling. A series of 
questions about people’s 
purchase intentions indi¬ 
cate a cautious optimism. 

When asked whether 
people are confident about 
making major purchases at 
this time, such as houses, 
cars and appliances, 17 per 
cent responded positively. 
This is down slightly from 
late 2010 and early 2011. 

There are lingering con¬ 
cerns evident in our re¬ 
search regarding the price 
of essential items in peo¬ 
ple’s household budgets. 


They are closely watch¬ 
ing the price of gasoline, 
the cost of housing, the 
monthly energy bill and ris¬ 
ing food prices. 

As a result, almost 40 per 
cent of respondents are 
paying close attention to 
their discretionary spend¬ 
ing for things like recre¬ 
ation, entertainment and 
luxury items. 

You might summarize 
our findings by saying peo¬ 
ple are acting with relative¬ 
ly high levels of confidence 
in the general economy, 
but watching their own 
spending more closely 
every day.

O HIV-infected convicted murderer 
promises to disclose condition and 
use condoms with future partners 


A man believed to be the 
first person in Canada con¬ 
victed of murder through 
HIV transmission has 
changed his ways and is no 
longer a threat to the pub¬ 
lic, his lawyers argued 
Wednesday 

“He doesn’t want to in¬ 
fect anyone else. He has 
learned his lesson,” said 
Munyonzwe Hamalengwa, 
the lawyer for Johnson Azi¬ 
ga. 

His client has learned a 
lot about HIV and AIDS af¬ 
ter eight years in jail, 
Hamalengwa added during 
a hearing to decide if Aziga 
should be classified a dan¬ 
gerous offender. Aziga 
wants to help teach others, 
Hamalengwa added. 

The Crown is seeking the 
dangerous offender desig¬ 
nation that could see Aziga 


jailed indefinitely, and has 
argued he has an abnormal¬ 
ly high libido that could 
lead him to reoffend. But 
Hamalengwa said that the 
designation applies to vio¬ 
lent criminals driven by 
“uncontrollable hormone 
rage.” 

Aziga, a 54-year-old 
Ugandan immigrant and fa¬ 
ther of three, was convicted 
in 2009 of two counts of 
first-degree murder, 10 
counts of aggravated sexual 
assault and one count of at¬ 
tempted aggravated sexual 
assault. His convictions are 
related to 11 women with 
whom he had unprotected 
sex without telling them he 
had HIV. Seven of the 
women became infected, 
with two dying of AIDS-re- 
lated cancers.

A New Brunswick woman 
dismissed testimony from 
her alleged abductor that 
they plotted together to fa¬ 
tally shoot her husband, 
saying instead that if she 
had access to a gun, it 
would be Romeo Cormier 
who would not be “sitting 
there today.” 

The Crown recalled the 
woman to the witness 
stand Wednesday after 
Cormier, who is charged 
with kidnapping her and 
holding her against her will 
for nearly a month, con¬ 
cluded his testimony earlier 
in the day. 

The 55-year-old woman 
—whose identity is protect¬ 
ed by a publication ban — 
said there was never a plan 
to kill her husband, con¬ 
trary to Cormier’s testimo¬ 


ny 

“That never happened. 
My husband and I have a 
great relationship,” she told 
Crown lawyer Annie St. 
Jacques. 

“Why would I kill my 
husband for something like 
Romeo Cormier?” 

Cormier, 63, sat quietly 
taking notes and showed 
no visible reaction to her 
testimony. 

He told the Court of 
Queen’s Bench that she en¬ 
listed him in a plot to kill 
her husband on Feb. 26, 
2010. He said they went to 
her home that night and 
were looking in the bed¬ 
room window when the 
woman somehow cut her 
hand and a car pulled into 
the driveway.

Canadian inflation

O Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd. sold for $15 million © Ottawa 
keeping intellectual-property rights so as to retain future royalties 


The federal government 
has sold nuclear company 
Atomic Energy of Canada 
Ltd. to Montreal-based engi¬ 
neering giant SNC-Lavalin 
Group. 

Natural Resources Minis¬ 
ter Joe Oliver announced 
the sale late yesterday. 

The sale ended at least 
two years of attempts by Ot¬ 
tawa to privatize AECL. 

The sale price was $15 
million. 

Meanwhile, SNC-Lavalin 
is creating a new division 
called CANDU Energy that 
will house AECL’s three for¬ 
mer business lines. 

SNC-Lavalin was the sole 
bidder to meet Ottawa’s 
conditions for buying the fi¬ 
nancially troubled Crown 
corporation. 


AECL has long been a 
headache for successive fed¬ 
eral governments and has 
cost Canadian taxpayers bil¬ 
lions of dollars in subsidies, 
including about $1 billion 
in the last two years alone. 

The company has also 
faced major cost overruns 
at key projects in recent 
years while struggling to 
find a buyer. 

In May 2009, the Conser¬ 
vatives announced plans to 
spin off AECL’s commercial 
reactor business from its re¬ 
search division. 

The announcement coin¬ 
cided with what turned into 
a lengthy shutdown of the 
company’s research reactor 
at Chalk River, Ont., which 
caused a worldwide short¬ 
age of the medical isotopes

LOS ANGELES. A team of 
European astronomers, 
glimpsing back in time 
to when the universe 
was just a youngster, says 
it has detected the most 
distant and earliest 
quasar yet. 

Light from this 
brilliant, starlilce object 
took nearly 13 billion 
years to reach Earth, 
meaning the quasar ex¬ 
isted when the universe 
was only 770 million 
years old — a child by 
cosmic standards. The 
discoveiy ranks as the 
brightest object ever 
found. 

To scientists’ surprise, 
the black hole powering 
this quasar was two bil¬ 
lion times more massive 
than the sun. How it 
grew so bulky so early in 
the universe’s history is a 
mystery. Black holes are 
known to feed on stars, 
gas and other matter, but 
their growth was always 
thought to be slow. 

The discoveiy was re¬ 
ported in Thursday’s is¬ 
sue of the journal 
Nature. Since quasars are 
so luminous, they guide 
astronomers studying 
the conditions of the cos¬ 
mos following the Big 
Bang, the explosion be¬ 
lieved to have created 
the universe 13.7 billion 
years ago.

There’s something reas¬ 
suring about seeing old 
pros Hanks and Roberts 
effortlessly glide through 
this like hot knives 
through butter, but occa¬ 
sionally the material feels 
a bit out of date. 

Phil Brown: The movie 
seemed too old-fashioned 
to me and just felt bland. 
Star power has appeal, but 
I just can’t buy two of the 
most recognizable movie 
stars as down-on-their-luclc 


nobodies. Tom Hanks may 
have an everyman quality, 
but he looks as out of place 
working in a department 
store as Larry the Cable 
Guy at Harvard. 

RC: Maybe so, but Hanks 
has been playing the Da 
Vinci Code’s oh-so-serious 
iconology professor Robert 
Langdon for so long now 
it’s easy to forget that he 
was once known as an ac¬ 
complished comedic actor. 
Here he turns the dial back 
to movies like Joe and the 
Volcano, playing a likeable 
character you want to root 
for. I enjoyed that, I just 
found the obvious boomer 
baiting a bit obvious. 

PB: Yeah, it was nice to see 
him try to be funny again 


and hopefully it’s not the 
last time. Few do gentle 
character comedy better. 
The boomer baiting was 
frustrating as was the at¬ 
tempt to make overcom¬ 
ing economic crisis seem 
so easy. If only I’d known 
before now that the an¬ 
swer to any financial prob¬ 
lems I have could be solved 
by taking a community 
college level intro to eco¬ 
nomics course with 
George Talcei. 

RC: I actually really liked 
the movie’s offbeat cast¬ 
ing. Sure Hanks and 
Roberts are the above-the- 
title stars, but they’ll only 
appeal to people who re¬ 
member when gas cost 54 
cents a litre. The rest of 
the cast is bizarre. Pam 


Grier? Awesome. Wilmer 
Valderrama? Well, maybe 
not awesome, but at least 
left-of-centre enough to be 
fun. For all the familiar 
names in the cast, it was 
an unfamiliar one that 
grabbed my attention: 
Gugu Mbatha-Raw. I think 
a new star might have 
been born there. 

PB: She has a star quality 
and I did enjoy seeing 
Telcei even if his subplot 
was ridiculous. This is a 
comfort food movie. For 
the price of admission you 
get pretty actors, a comfy 
moral and a happy ending. 
There’s nothing wrong 
with cinematic empty 
calories, I just could have 
used some realism, edge 
and creativity.

Although Jason Sudeikis 
stars in the new comedy 
Horrible Bosses, he says in 
real life he’s never worked 
for a horrible boss. 

A short retail career — 
“It was not my forte,” he 
says — saw a manager 
harp on him about “hang¬ 
er integrity,” which he ex¬ 
plains is “the act of 
making sure all your hang¬ 
ers in a closet or on a 
clothing rack face the ex¬ 
act same way.” But he 
doesn’t remember her as 
horrible. “Passive aggres¬ 
sive, yes, and very detail 
oriented, but horrible, no.” 

His current boss, Satur¬ 
day Night Live head hon¬ 
cho Lome Michaels, gets 


more effusive praise. “I 
picture him laughing a 
lot,” he says. “I think that 
is what keeps him so spiy.” 

In Horrible Bosses, the 
handsome actor — he’s 
good-looking enough to 
have dated January Jones! 
— plays Kurt, who, along 
with Jason Bateman and 
Charlie Day, plot to kill 
their evil employers. 

“I just think Jason and 
Charlie are so great,” he 
says. “I watched and 
thought, ‘Golly, they’re so 
ffickin’ funny. I hope peo¬ 
ple are all right with me.’” 

The plot sounds sinister, 
but the movie isn’t serious 
in any way. 

“I don’t know if any of 
our characters go through 
an emotional arc,” he 
laughs. “It never gets too 


dark. There’s not going to 
be any copycat situations. 
It’s not going to start 
things up around the 
country, or the world for 
that matter.” 

It’s a buddy comedy ex¬ 
panded to three, just like 
another big hit this sum¬ 
mer, The Hangover Part 2. 
“People, if they want to be 
crappy about it will say, 
‘Oh, they want to be The 
Hangover,’ but it is totally 
different.” 

I mention a tweet some¬ 
one sent after seeing Horri¬ 
ble Bosses. “Three is the 
new two,” it read. 

“I’ve been working on 
my own theoiy that four is 
the new mle of comedy in 
this new generation,” he 
says. “One establishes the 
premise, two hits it, third is 


the masses 



the punch line, then the 
fourth one is a comment on 
what the first three were.” 

Horrible Bosses is being 
released amidst the crash, 


boom, bang of the sum¬ 
mer blockbusters. I ask 
him if he’s concerned 
about competing with the 
likes of Transformers. 


“Out of the movies that 
are being released around 
it, it’s the one I would go 
see,” he says. “I just happen 
to be in it, which is nice.”

Does the idea of Kevin 
James starring in a comedy 
alongside a bunch of talk¬ 
ing zoo animals sound 
ridiculous?

Barney’s Version earned 
critical acclaim and recog¬ 
nition from the Oscars 
and Golden Globes, but 
the creative minds who 
spent years labouring over 
the film were disappoint¬ 
ed by how many people 
actually saw it.

DIY IDEAS 


Painting your front door 
will give your home years 
worth of curb appeal, and 
will add personality with 
your colour choice. 

These tips for painting 
your front door come from 
licensed contractor Jason 
Cameron, host of Desperate 
Landscapes on DIY Network 
Canada. 

Cameron’s show trans¬ 
forms neglected backyards 
into landscape showpieces 
— all in just one day. 

Prep the door 

With help, remove the door 
and place it on sawhorses 


for cleaning and painting. 

Remove all of the hard¬ 
ware, including doorknob, 
peephole and knocker. 

Wash the door and allow 
it to diy. If there are any 
cracks in the door, patch 
them with quiclc-diying 
wood filler. 

Once diy, sand down the 
filler so that the patch is 
smooth with the door. 

Prime the door 

There’s no need to prime if 
the paint is already in good 
condition, but if you are us¬ 
ing a dark colour it’s advis¬ 
able to use primer. 

Prime all six sides of the 
door — front, back, top, 
bottom, and sides, and let 
diy completely. 

Any part not primed will 


absorb moisture. 

If there are still cracks af¬ 
ter priming, fill them with 
caulk and prime overtop 
once again. 

Once diy, use sandpaper 
to get rid of any paint drips 
or unevenness in the pan¬ 
els, then use an old paint¬ 
brush to clean off the dust 
from sanding. 

Paint the door 

Use an angled sash brush 
and begin by painting the 
comers of the panels, work¬ 
ing from top to bottom. 

Do not use too much 
paint, and ensure that it 
does not puddle. 

Use a roller to paint the 
rest of the door, following 
the grain of the wood. 

Begin with the raised

rules 

The National Basketball 
League of Canada has 
finalized some important 
rules and dates for its in¬ 
augural season. 

The new league, which 
hopes to feature seven 
teams including the 
founding Halifax 
Rainmen, Saint John Mill 
Rats and Quebec Kebs, 
held its first owners’ 
meeting on Wednesday in 
Toronto. 

The league will have a 
36-game schedule and fol¬ 
low International Basket¬ 
ball Federation (FIBA) 
rules. Rosters must 
feature a minimum 10 
players and a maximum 
of 12, while each team 
must have a minimum of 
two Canadian players. 

The salary cap will be 
$150,000. 

The NBL Canada draft 
will be held on Aug. 21 
and feature a round exclu¬ 
sively for Canadians. 

Training camps start on 
Oct. 1 and though a sched¬ 
ule is still in the works, 
the pre-season will begin 
in mid-October with the 
regular season tipping off 
later in the month or in 
early November.
